EGYPTIAN  COTTON  J9EWS  LETTER 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  January  4  contains  the 
following  extract  relative  to  extrc  staple  cotton: 

There  was  little  activity  in  extra  staple  cotton 
during  the. past  week  due  partly  to  the  indifference  of 
the  mills,  partly  to  the  holidays,  and  partly  to  the 
complacent  attitude  of  buying  interest.  Pric^fjstif- 
fcned  somewhat,  reflecting  the  rise  in  the  future 
market,  with  the  exception  of  the  longer  lengths,  which 
remained  virtually  unchanged. 

*  *  * 

The  Sea  Island  market  was  very  slow,  nominal  quota- 
tions being  83  to  85  cents  for  average  extra  choice 
and  83  cents  for  choice. 

The  rise  in  the  price  of  Egyptians  has  caused  a 
lull  in  the  activity  in  this  cotton.    Apparently,  much 
of  the  speculative  holdings  in  this  country  have  been 
liquidated,  and  that  which  remains  is  being  held  for 
full  prices.    Even  at  that,  the  quotations  for  cotton 
on  the  spot  in  this  country  or  in  transit  are  much 
lower  than  those  for  shipment  from  Alexandria.  High 
grade  Sak  is  available  at  from  91  to  96  cents,  while 
medium  grades  can  be  had  around  90  cents  or  a  trifle 
lower,  and  low  grades  as  cheap  as  85  cents.  From 
Alexandria  the  prices  are  around  $1.00  to  $1.05  a 
pound,  while  97  to  99  cents  is  being  asked  for  uppers. 

Word  from  the  southwest  makes  it  appear  that  much 
of  the  American  Egyptian  has  been  very  badly  damaged 
with  regard  to  grade  by  stormy  weather  and  careless 
picking,     Brokers  who  have  been  offering  nothing  lower 
than  No.  2  grade  now  offer  nothing  better  than  No,  4 
and  No.  5  grades,  which  are  held  around  85  cents, 
Samples  of  this  low  grade  cotton  which  arrived  here 
have  created  a  very  unfavorable  impression,  and  the 
idea  prevails  that,  at  the  prices  asked  for  it,  this 
cotton  can  only  be  profitably  utilized  for  tire  yarns. 
One  lot  of  Yuma  ootton  of  the  1918  crop  was  offered 
in  this  market  this  week  at  81  cents.     It  is  believed 
to  be  practically  the  last  of  this  kind  of  cotton 
available,  as  it  is  no  longer  being  grown  in  the 
American  Egyptian  territory*

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  January  18  contains 
foil  wing  extract  relative  to  e::tre  staple  cotton: 

There  has  been  a  much  better  interest  in  extra  stapl 
cotton  in  this  market  during  the  past  week  and  brokers 
report  a  fairly  good  demand  in  certain  quarters  of  the 
market,  though  the  mills  as.  a  whole  have  not  yet  been 
willing  to  meet  the  price  levels  quoted  for  the  better 
grades  of  cotton.     Generally  speaking,  the  south  has 
been  very  stiff  in  its  attitude  on  prices  and  has  been 
inclined  rather  to  increase  their  ideas  than  to  reduce 
them,  but  there  have  been  a  few  lots,  mostly  of  com- 
paratively small  size,  which  have  been  offered  at  the 
same  levels  as  obtained  two  or  three  weeks  ago.  These 
lots  have  proved  the  basis  of  most  of  the  actual  deal- 
ing of  the  week,  though  the  wide  inquiry  for  prices 
gave  the  impression  of  very  much  more  business  than 

really  was  put  through*

There  was  considerable  interest  in  Peruvian  cotton 
on  the  part  of  mills  that  fere:  manufacturing  tire  yarn, 
but  the  prices  asked  for  the  present  crop  were  too 
high  to  permit  of  any  dealing.    Iledium  grade  Peruvian 
mitafiffi  of  the  present  crop  was  quoted  generally  at 
92  to  94  cents  with  a  few  lots  available  at  90  cents. 
None  of  the  local  mills  were  willing  to  pay  this  for 
it,     There  was  considerable  talk  of  new  crop  Peruvian 
for  June- July -August  shipment  and  it  is  probable  that 
this  could  have  (been  sold  at  levels  around  75  cents, 
but  the  lowest  prices  obtainable,  however,  ranged  be- 
tween 78  and  82  cents. 

Egyptian  Sakellaridis  was  still  obtainable  around 
90  cents  for  medium  grades,  and  a  few  lots  were  sold 
at  this  level,  although  Alexandria  is  quoting  §1.00 
|e  $1.20  and  Liverpool  $1.06.    More  medium  to  high 
grade  Sak  was  obtainable  in  this  market * around  95 
cents  to  §1.00  while  some  low  grades  were  sold  as 
low  as  82  cents.    Uppers  of  fairly  good  grade  were 
quoted  at  94  cents.

Sea  Islands  were  offered  here  at  84  to  37  cents  for 
average  extra  choice  but  apparently  there  was  little 
interest  in  them  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Peruvians 
carrying  a  shorter  staple  were  quoted  considerably  highe 
and  Sak  carrying  approximately  the  same  staple  actually 
sold  several  cents  higher, 

American  Egyptians  are  making  very  little  headway  in 
this  market,  principally  due  to  the  fact  that  the  mills 
which  had  formerly  been  using  this  kind  of  cotton  bought 
rather  heavily  of  Egyptians  and  find  their  needs  fairly 
well  covered.     Pima  of  No .  2  and  No.  3  grades  inch  and 
five-eighths  in  staple  was  obtainable  here  at  88  to  90 
cents  landed,  while  it  was  reported  here  that  No.  4  and 
No.  5  grades  in  this  sane  staple  length  were  selling  out 
in  the  southwest  where  they  are  grown  at  from  80  to  81 
cents.     The  crop  of  this  cotton  has  proved  somewhat  of 
a  disappointment  this  year  because  of  bad  weather  and 
insect,  pests  and  the  total  yield,  it  is  said,  will 
not  exceed  37,500  bales,  though  it  was  estimated  at 
one  time  several  months  ago  that  fully  60,000  bales 
would  be  made  this  year.     The  Goodyear  company  is  said 
to  have  already  purchased  by  far  the  majority  of  the 
crop,  although  a  considerable  quantity  of  this  cotton 
has  been  consigned  to  a  Boston  bank  to  be  sold  in  New 
England ,

There  has  been  a  very  considerable  demand  for  extra 
Staple  cotton  here  during  the  past  week,  and  a  very  fair 
volume  of  dealing  in  certain  types  at  prices  somewhat 
higher  than  those  of  the  previous  week,     No  very  large 
individual  sales  were  made,  however,  principally  be- 
cause the  kind  of  cotton  that  the,  mills  wanted  was  not 
available  in  large  lots.

Quite  a  little  demand  for  Egyptian  Sakellaridis  is 
reported  in  some  quarters  of  the  local  market  and  also 
from  the  Rhode  Island  territory.    Whether  this  is  from 
mills  or  for  brokers  is  hard  to  find  out,  but  it  is 
known  that  some  Sak  has  been  purchased  here  this  week 
to  be  shipped  back  to  Liverpool  to  cover  on  some  con- 
tracts there.    Medium  grade  Sak  either  on  the  spot  or 
in  transit  is  quoted  by  some  brokers  as  low  as  95  cents, 
while  others  went  as  high  as  §1.06.    Quotations  from 
Liverpool  and  Alexandria  put  this  cotton  out  of  reach 
for  the  present t  as  all  of  them  are^  over  a  dollar  a 
pound  and  some  as  high  as  $1.28.     Sales  here  have  been 
made,  however,  as  high  as  $1.00  and  as  low  as  95  cents. 
There  is  offered  a  considerable  quantity  of  Egyptian 
uppers  that  are  medium  to  good  in  grade  and  the  prices 
range  in  the  neighborhood  of  90  to  91  cents,  with  some 
asking  as  high  as  93  cents  for  spots  and  one  or  two 
demanding  95  cents..

Average  extra  choice  Sea  Island  is  offered  at  83  to 
85  cents  and  some  very  nice  looking  extra  choice  to 
fancy  is  available  at  85  to  86  cents,  but  the  mills 
apparently  are  not  interested  in  this  cotton  now*  Just 
why  is  hard  to  say,  for  Egyptian  Sak,  Peruvian  and 
American  Egyptian  are  all  bringing  upwards  of  90  cents, 
and  it  is  with  these  cottons  that  Sea  Island  has  always 
competed  in  the  past. 

Price  quotations  on  extra  staples  vary  widely  and  it 
is  hard  to  fix  a  market  level.    Each  lot  of  cotton  seems 
to  stand  on  its  own  merits  and  its  value  depends  on  what 
mill  it  happens  to  be  offered  to,  as  some  will  pay  prices 
that  others  will  not  consider.
